plete opera rehearsal in San Francisco was also heard through the Oakland station. 


There was no beach for the next mile, 
but, with the bottom solid and the water 
not over 10 to 20 inches deep, it was pos- 
sible to make slow but steady progress. 

Splashing and floundering over slip- 
pery rocks, we skirted the leaking moun- 
tain side, only to find the ground becoming 
soft and soggy where the little valley ran 
back to the summit of Bow Pass. What 
had looked like a pretty meadow a mile 
away turned out to be brushy muskeg, 
with a narrow, steep-banked stream wind- 
ing back and forth across it like the wake 
of a wounded snake. 

With several horses ready to quit every 
time they bogged down, we were nearly 
an hour wallowing across the last half 
mile. Then we pushed through a forest 
of fine old spruce toa protected and beau- 
tiful camp site a few hundred yards back 
from the north side of the lake, with Bow 
Glacier, rosy-pink in the sunset glow, 
reared against the sky line. 

Rain in the night, turning to snow 
after dawn, was followed by a day too 
overcast to make picture-taking practica- 
ble. Snow on August 20 was a signifi- 


‘ 


cant reminder of how near winter stalks 
in the northern Rockies, even in mid- 
summer. 


THE RADIO INTERESTS WHITE-TAILED DOES 


We erected the radio in the afternoon, 
with the aérial between two lofty pines, 
and were rewarded by vigorous wails 
from the ether, which gave promise of 
better things when we should have time 
to make a careful set-up. 

However, we learned enough to reas- 
sure us on two important points: This 
section of the Rockies is not in any sense 

“dead” area, and the terrific banging 
the radio outfit received had not seriously 
impaired its usefulness. 

Our most interesting radio reception 
of the day, however, had nothing to do 
with the ethereal messages. During the 
forenoon salt had been thrown for the 
horses on the patch of grass where the 
radio was set up later in the day. Two 
or three times in the course of the after- 
noon several horses straggled down from 
the meadow above for another grateful 
lick of salinity. The last time they were

accompanied by two splendid white- 
tailed does, the first deer we had seen. 

Taking our cameras and backing off 
unobtrusively into the timber, Harmon 
and I left the salt lick, and incidentally 
the radio, to our graceful lady visitors. 
The strange-looking and smelling box 
made a greater appeal to the curiosity of 
the pretty pair than did the salt to their 
palates. They stepped around and around 
the wonder in narrowing circles. 

By the time we had slipped and slid 
along into a position suitable for pictures, 
one of them had satisfied her curiosity 
and gone back to munching the salty 
grass. 

The other, when I snapped at 100 feet, 
was standing with extended neck, her 
sensitive nose sniffing not many inches 
away from the dials (see illustration, 
page 384). Stalking still closer, I was 
about to snap again when a snort, ripped 
out at the edge of the timber, sent both 
our afternoon-salt guests bounding away. 
Their lord and master had ordered his 
ladies home. 

Another night with snow flurries gave 
way to a day of ideal mountain photo- 


graphic weather—sunshine and squalls. 
With our full battery of cameras in ac- 
tion, we photographed the lake and its 
ice-crowned sentinels, mood by mood, 
from daylight to sunset. 

There was an hour of repose in early 
morning, when every glacier and rock 
and pine-clad point was reflected, to the 
last detail, in the glassy, unrippling sur- 
face. Then there was a spell of smiling 
under the golden glow of the light- 
suffused eastern clouds, followed by a 
madcap dance of mirth and laughter, with 
the direct sunlight turning the breeze- 
stirred waves to shoals of diamonds and 
emeralds. 

Laughter gave way to frowning, when 
shoal on shoal of murky thunderclouds 
poured over the Continental Divide and 
quenched the golden sunshine under a 
swiftly flung pall of sudden night; and 
when another wild blade of a free-lancing 
squall came bounding up the valley of the 
Bow and attacked the first in the middle 
of the lake, bluster and frown gave way 
to real tantrums. 

No star of the movies ever registered 
more moods and expressions between

daylight and dark than this lovely Lady 
of Bow Lake. By dint of much crank- 
ing and focusing, we transferred them to 
celluloid. 


THE WAYS OF A WIND WITH A MOUNTAIN 
LAKE 


A flareback of the tantrum mood caught 
Harmon and me and the cameras in mid- 
lake in a diminutive homemade boat, 
while I was trying to pull across to get a 
close-up of the Crowsfoot Glacier. There 
were a few hectic moments when we were 
vividly reminded of that classic descrip- 
tion: 


“De win’ she blow from nor’, eas’, wes’, 
De sout’ win’ she blow too.” 


With the lake trying to stand on end, 


and a flimsy craft that changed shape 
every time I laid hard on to the oars, 
there wasn’t much to do but try to keep 
the so-called bow toward the highest wave 
of the mad moment. ‘That, and Har- 
mon’s lively baling, sufficed by a margin 
not quite comfortable. 

Nor were our apprehensions entirely on 
the score of the negative buoyancy of the 
movie camera. It takes a very warm- 
blooded man not to chill in swimming 
more than 100 yards in glacier water, and 
we were a good half mile offshore. 

We had no trouble reaching land, once 
the center of the squall went about its 
business. 

The lesson in the ways of a wind with 
a mountain lake came in good time. It

prevented us from trying the same kind 
of argosy on other waters that were 
broader and deeper and just as cold as 
that temperamental patch of drippings 
from Bow Glacier. 


THE FIRST PIGEONS ARE LAUNCHED 


As the sky cleared toward the end of 
the afternoon, we prepared to release our 
first pigeons. The messages, giving names 
of the radio stations already picked up 
and additions to lists of supplies to be 
sent us some weeks later at Jasper, were 
typed on the oiled paper. 

After pulling loose several tail feathers 
in an endeavor to attach the tightly 
folded slips as directed by experts, we

worn by each bird to carry its registered 
number. ‘Tied with silk threads, the tiny 
rolls appeared to ride securely. 

Two birds—a pair—were released 
simultaneously. Teaming up at once, 
they rose in widening circles for perhaps 
1,000 feet, and then made off, apparently 
with great confidence, on a line a bit 
easterly to the general direction of the 
valley of the Bow. As this was almost 
the exact compass bearing of Banff, we 
felt certain they would soon be pecking 
at the door of their home cote. 

Just why they failed to fulfill our hopes 
we never learned. ‘The chances are that, 
failing to find—or possibly failing to ef- 
fect entrance after finding—their former 
home, they went in axis of another.

greater volume in its upper reaches than 
has the Saskatchewan. On the other 
hand, the drainage to the Columbia, by 
the Wood and Bush rivers, is much 
smaller. 

Working cautiously from bar to bar 
and covering perhaps 700 yards of quick- 
flowing, but not dangerous, water, we 
reached the north bank without swimming 
the horses or seriously wetting a pack. 

Camp was pitched in the timber at a 
magnificent point of vantage just below 
the mouth of the North Fork. Rotting 
tepee poles, the bent willow frames of

steam bathhouses, and deep layers of 
musty hair scraped by tanners from 
hides of deer, elk, and moose indicated 
that the site was once an Indian rendez- 
vous. 


ANCIENT INDIAN HUNTING TRAILS LEAD 
TO THE ICE CAPS OF THE DIVIDE 


The Indians of the plains never estab- 
lished permanent habitations far inside 
the Rockies. That they hunted the vast 
system to the very rim of the ice caps of 
the Continental Divide, however, is shown 
by their long-disused trails, which we 
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to retrace our steps 
around the head of 
the lakes and go down 
the western side. This 
entailed deep, but not 
especially troublesome, 
fording, if the horses 
had had sense enough 
to keep to the cross- 
ings into which they 
were headed. 

Among the animals 


which thought they 
knew a better way 


was the young mare 
carrying the salt and 
sugar, She was rolled 
head under at the lit- 
tle riffle below the 
ford and was carried 
down a few hundred 
feet before she pawed 
on to solid footing. 

The  venturesome 
filly trotted jauntily 
out, smeared herself 
with muck by a roll 
in the nearest mud- 
hole, then galloped on 
to set the pace for the 
pack train the rest of 
the morning. 

The reason for the 
culprit’s blitheness of 
spirit became known 
when we unpacked at 
the end of the after- 
noon. What with leak- 
age of brine from the salt sacks and syrup 
from the sugar, Nelly had reduced the 
weight of her pack at the rate of some- 
thing better than 10 pounds to the mile 
all the way to the Saskatchewan. 

This must have been the sort of thing 
which Soapy had in mind when he spoke 
of letting Nature take its course in the 
matter of reducing packs. 

To do the veteran justice, he seemed 
as much upset as any of us over the loss, 
and even promised to punish a possible 
repetition of the offense by giving Nelly 
the dried fruit and dehydrated vegetables 
to carry when we took up the trail again. 
This he forgot to do, however, much to 
our ultimate sorrow. 

We came down to the Saskatchewan a 
mile above the point where it receives the

Lfe YOUR child has never been 

brought into close contact with any- 
one who has tuberculosis, you can count 
yourself lucky because boys and girls are 
more susceptible to the disease than grown 
people. Most children who pick up tuber- 
culosis germs get them from someone who 
has an active although often an unrecog- 
nized case of the disease. 


Whenever a child is found to be infected, 
there should be an immediate search for the 
source of the infection, A child may be in 
daily association with an older person who 
is entirely unaware of the fact that he or 
she has tuberculosis which can be trans 
mitted to others. The condition is prob- 
ably thought to be chronic asthma or 
bronchitis. 


However, why guess about possible in- 
fection? You can almost always find out 
by the simple tuberculin test whether or 
not your child has picked up any germs of 
tuberculosis. 


If he has become infected, you will want 
to take the next step —have an X-ray 
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examination to learn whether or not any 
harm has been done or is being done. Even 
though the germs are lying dormant, an 
infected child ought to be under medical 
care and carefully watched. 


Many tuberculosis experts are of the opin- 
ion that the majority of the active cases of 
tuberculosis in adult life are partly or largely 
traceable to infection in childhood. 


Despite all the progress that has been made 
in fighting the disease, it still causes more 
deaths and more invalidism between the 
ages of fifteen and forty-five than any other 
disease. Be on guard. Use all the help 
afforded by science to protect your children. 


If detected in its earliest form, most cases 
of tuberculosis can easily be controlled and 
arrested. But if cases are permitted to de- 
velop to the point where the familiar first 
signs appear—loss of weight, lack of ap- 
petite, indigestion, fatigue and a persistent 
cough — there comes a long battle which 
can be won only with expert medical care, 
proper food and rest.

As one enters theater or motion picture 
house, again one sees young women and 
girls. They sell the tickets and usher pa- 
trons to their seats. The ushers wear West- 
ern dress—blue, brown, or green, accord- 
ing to the house they serve—and white 
collar and cuffs. Their hair is waved, and 
they look very chic. 

In hotels and inns, whether native or 
modern, in restaurants and teahouses, in 
railway diners, the young woman serves as 
waitress. In old-style inns, and in many 
restaurants, the girl moves demurely about, 
clad in a kimono; in other places, she is 
ultramodern in dress, with the latest style 
of white-lawn apron and cap. Sometimes 
she works as bellhop, dressed in a fetching 
costume of blue trousers, bright-red coat, 
brass buttons, and blue cap (page 108). 

In places little frequented by foreigners 
one must stay in Japanese inns where the 
kimono-dressed maids know no English. 


TOOTHBRUSH FURNISHED, BUT NO SOAP 


When I motioned that I wanted to wash, 
a maid led me to a washroom for use of 
both men and women. ‘To my surprise 
there were neither towels nor soap. ‘These 
the guest himself is supposed to carry. 
However, in the room are comb and tooth- 
brush, both in paper covers, and a clean 
kimono laid out for use. 

Everyone uses the common bath, but 
meals are served privately. A maid brought 
in my meal on a tray, set it on a low table 
in front of me as I sat on the floor, and 
knelt opposite me to replenish my rice bowl 
and pour the tea. 

In the native inns most of the work is 
done by women and girls. A row of kneel- 
ing maids greets the guest at the entrance 
and bows low to the floor. Then one comes 
forward, gives the guest slippers (shoes 
must be left at the outside entrance), and 
leads him to his room. 

This maid conducts the guest to the bath- 
room, brings meals, makes up the bed on 
the floor and carries it away in the morn- 
ing, sweeps up the room and takes care of 
clothes. 

When a guest leaves, it is she who ac- 
companies him to the door and puts out his 
shoes. As he looks back from the street, 
she is standing at the outer gate smilingly 
bowing him farewell. 

Then there’s the bus or tram girl who 
works on the bus routes that extend every- 
where in Japan, and to a lesser extent in

Taiwan (Formosa) and Chosen (Korea). 

Each bus carries two operators—the man 
driver and a girl, 15 to 20 years old, who in 
addition to traveling five or six hours a day 
does garage work. 

The girl collects the tickets and jumps off 
and on at every stop to help passengers. 
She calls out the stopping places, and on 
scenic routes gives a sight-seeing travelogue 
(page 114). 

On a trip I took from Aomori to Lake 
Towada in northern Japan, one led the 
sight-seers up to the top of a mountain and 
pointed out the interesting spots of the 
landscape. 

At the filling stations, one generally finds 
women or girl attendants. Clad either in 
kimono or in Western dress, they fill the 
tank and check the oil and air (page 103). 

Besides these miscellaneous occupations, 
the women of Japan are employed in all 
types of manufacturing. 

In the large cities such as Tokyo, Osaka, 
and Nagoya, are Western-type factories. 
Some of these are thoroughly up to date— 
cement buildings, large windows, running 
water and modern toilets, clinics, and lunch- 
rooms. 


IN A TOOTHPASTE FACTORY 


I visited such a plant, a toothpaste fac- 
tory in Tokyo, where the majority of the 
jobs are filled by girls—350 girls and only 
70 men (page 115). 

The girl workers were filling tubes, past- 
ing on labels, and packing the cartons. 
Their work did not seem arduous, except 
that they were provided with neither chairs 
nor benches. They stood at long tables 
from seven in the morning until five in the 
afternoon. Forty minutes for lunch and 
two rest periods of ten minutes each were 
their only chances to sit down. 

The manager who showed us around 
pointed proudly to the rooms where the em- 
ployees changed from street to work clothes, 
and to the laundry with running water 
where the uniforms were washed. I asked 
him who washed the uniforms, and he re- 
plied that each girl was required to wash 
her own suit once a week at any time she 
chose outside of working hours. 

In a stocking and rubber shoe factory 
near Osaka again the majority of -vorkers 
were women and girls—4,000 girls to 1,000 
men. Some worked at sewing machines, 
others packed the finished product. The 
girls wore white cloths over their hair, but

MONUMENT 


to an Engineer’s Hobby 


© Just a few weeks back a small crowd 
gathered on a hilltop in the Alleghenies to 
pay their respects to the station that had 
pioneered all radio broadcasting. The sta- 
tion they were honoring was KDKA; the 
occasion, the dedication of a new 50,000 
watt transmitter located at Allison Park, 
near Pittsburgh. 


e Present at this ceremony were many 
people who nineteen years before had heard 
and participated in the first official broad- 
cast ever made—the announcement of the 
Harding - Cox election returns on Novem- 
ber 2, 1920. Since that historic day radio 
broadcasting has developed so rapidly, ex- 
tended its sphere of influence so far, that 
not many areaware ofits humble beginning. 


¢ It all started in the garage of a young 
Westinghouse engineer. He was such a 
stickler for accuracy that he couldn’t even 
tolerate a few seconds variation in his vest- 
pocket watch. To satisfy this whim, he rig- 


ged himself up a crude radio receiving set 
of the type that was then known as a “‘cat’s 
whisker”, so he could pick up the time 
signals sent out at regular intervals by the 
Naval Radio Station at Arlington.

Nobody 
knows for sure whether the electron is a tiny 
particle of matter or an infinitesimal wave of 
energy, but it works. Radio tubes by the 
millions are as essential in this war as bullets. 


“Walkie-talkie”’ in Action 


One day I watched a famous division of our 
Army on maneuvers. On a hilltop a regimen- 
tal command post was hidden in the scrub 
growth. Near the colonel squatted a soldier 
carrying a peculiar-looking pack on his back 
and listening on a telephone handset. Sud- 
denly he spoke into it, and handed it to the 
colonel. ‘Captain Jones of B Company, sir.” 

“Ves, Captain? You've reached your ob- 
jective? Good! Consolidate your position 
and let the men have chow.” 

Captain Jones was miles away on another 
hilltop, beyond two ridges, and no wire was 
strung between him and the colonel. It would 
have taken a runner hours of hot, sweaty 


travel to bring the message the captain had 
just spoken over the air. 

Such is the ‘‘walkie-talkie,” a two-way radio 
telephone light enough for one man to carry, 
and with which he actually can talk as he 
walks, to other sets miles away (page 689). 
Parachute troops use a similar set that weighs 
only five pounds. 

But that’s a small-time job for the electron. 
Jeb Stuart, whose far-ranging cavalry served 
as “eves” for General Robert E. Lee, would 
have laughed at the idea of reaching out into 
space with invisible fingers, through fog or 
clouds or dark of night, and locating a winged 
enemy 100 miles or more away in a fraction 
of a second. 

Yet the electron, used in the uncanny radio- 
locator device, does that very thing. Groping 
through space like a giant ghostly hand feeling 
for a light switch in the dark, radio waves 
spot enemy planes unerringly in the sky, and 
even show their position on a screen.

Radio Waves Leaped 7,000 Miles to Bring Cheer to Besieged Heroes of Bataan 


Bing Crosby’s programs were beamed to the embattled peninsula when General MacArthur requested them. 
News broadcasts brought the half-starved soldiers their only knowledge of the outside world, 


As soon as the enemy’s position is de- 
termined, defending planes take the air to 
attack and are in turn guided by radio to the 
enemy. Today these electron sentries are 
being installed all along our coasts. 

When peace comes the radio locator will 
have new uses in revealing icebergs endanger- 
ing ships in fog or darkness and for warning 
planes of mountains ahead. 


Reasons for Secret Research 


Best brains of the Nation are working all- 
out for war in tightly guarded laboratories. 

“If we even so much as admitted we’ve 
learned how to do a certain thing, the enemy 
would know it could be done, and would find 
the solution for himself that much easier,” 
said one scientist. 

“Men in adjoining rooms don’t know what 
the others are doing. One Army school that 
trains soldiers for scientific warfare is so secret 
that its bowling teams, competing in tourna- 
ments, have to do without a name. Research 
men today are working on developments which 
will prove as startling when peace returns as 
were the telephone and electric light in an 
earlier generation.” 

Generals used to complain about the “fog 
of war,” the maddening uncertainty, the lack 


of positive information. Thanks to the elec- 
tron, more and more we are able to penetrate 
the fog of war. Flyers and ground scouts 
alike now can take photographs or draw 
maps of enemy positions or bombing targets 
and send them back in a few minutes by radio 
or wire facsimile apparatus to headquarters. 
Television pictures have been sent experi- 
mentally from planes. 

Pictures of war on the Russian front now 
travel by- radio in a matter of minutes from 
Moscow to New York, 4,615 miles. A plane 
would have to fly 21,300 miles an hour to 
equal that speed (page 673). 

Most important of all, the electron has en- 
abled people everywhere to speak and be 
heard by others at the ends of the earth: 
to give President Roosevelt’s “fireside chats” 
a world audience. Radio waves can leap over 
frontiers and forts. Bombs cannot destroy 
them. 

No wonder that Japan permits no short- 
wave radios to be used by her people, and that 
in Germany, Italy, and many Nazi-occupied 
countries, listening to short-wave radio brings 
severe punishment. 

But the truth gets through. From fourteen

Men Who Invented Projections Are the 
Immortals of Cartography 


Since mapping began, makers have faced 
the dilemma of charting on a flat surface areas 
which involve a curvature because the earth 
is spherical. 

To achieve this end requires a compromise 
called a “projection,” or a grid of lines to 
represent latitude and longitude. The men 
who devised the classic projections are the 
immortals of cartography. 

To Hipparchus, who charted his Greek 
world more than a century before Christ was 


born, moderns owe the projection known as 
“stereographic.” Mercator, father of Dutch 
cartography, invented his projection for his 
map of the world issued in 1569. Widely used, 
too, is the grid of Lambert, whose conformic 
conic projection first appeared in 1772. 

C. H. Deetz, of the United States Coast and 
Geodetic Survey, worked out the transverse 
polyconic projection in 1900. The Society’s 
new Map of Asia, to be issued this year, will 
use this projection because it achieves least 
distortion for the great distances involved— 
all the way from Gibraltar east to the mid- 
Pacific Midway Islands.

For each National Geographic map the 
projection is worked out to best show the 
area; in the 21 maps listed below, these four 
projections and six others have been used.

diene and styrene plants that CARBIDE 
AND CARBON CHEMICALS CORPORA-

built at Institute, West Virginia, for the 
Government’s Defense Plant Corpora- 
tion and is operating for the Rubber Re- 
serve Company.

Butadiene had never been manufac- 
tured in the United States in large quan- 
tities before the plants at Institute went 
into production. The task involved in 
providing the mass production facilities 
the Government asked for was an un- 
usual one... but one that took full ad- 
vantage of the experience and processes 
developed by Carbide and Carbon.
